A  small  country  north  of  Australia  and  east  of 
Indonesia,  Ms.  Brogan  explained  that  East  Timor  is  about 
the  size  of  Maryland  and  had  been  a  Portuguese  colony  for 
the  last  700  years  until  declaring  their  independence  some 
25  years  ago.  Shortly  thereafter,  Indonesia  invaded  the 
country  and  has  killed  some  200,000  of  the  country's 
population  to  date. 

"The  United  States  has  deplored  Indonesian  action 
against  East  Timor,  but  they  have  provided  arms  to 
Indonesia,"  Ms.  Brogan  said.  "We're  here  to  ask  that  you 
approve  a  resolution  against  the  action  taken  by  Indonesia." 

"We're  going  to  Washington,  DC  next  month  to 
lobby  our  cause,"  Ms.  Perry  said.  "Portugal  and  Indonesia 
have  agreed  to  begin  talks  on  April  9  ...  that's  about  the  time 
we're  going  to  Washington." 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  sign  a  resolution 
supporting  the  efforts  of  the  East  Timor  Action  Network

Animal  Advice

RABBIT  DIET 

My  pet  rabbit  is  getting  fat.  I  feed  her  pellets  and  occasional  lettuce. 
An  all  pellet  diet  is  not  healthy  for  rabbits.  It  promotes  obesity,  over- 
grown teeth,  diarrhea,  and  the  formation  of  hairballs  in  the  stomach. 

What  should  I  feed  my  rabbit? 

Pet  rabbits  need  high  amounts  of  fiber.  This  is  best  supplied  by  a  diet 
of  timothy  hay  or  other  grass  hay.  Avoid  alfalfa  as  it  has  too  much 
calcium  and  protein.  The  rabbit  should  be  fed  as  much  of  this  hay  as 
she  wants. 

What  about  lettuce? 

Romaine  and  other  leaf  lettuces  are  OK  but  iceburg  lettuce  has  no 
nutritional  value.  Try  feeding  your  rabbit  other  green  vegetables 
such  as  brocolli.  Start  with  a  small  piece  then  double  the  amount 
given  on  each  subsequent  day.  This  allows  the  bacteria  in  the  rabbits 
intestine  to  acclimate  to  the  new  food.  Overfeeding  a  new  food  can 
cause  diarrhea  and  even  death. 

Are  there  other  foods  to  avoid? 

Avoid  starchy  foods  such  as  oats,  cheerios,  potatoes,  and  most  other 
foods  that  we  like.  Stick  with  hay,  vegetables  that  are  slowly  intro- 
duced and  some  pellets.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  29  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  Cutler.

rights  ...  and  it  requires  the  town's  blessing  for  approval."

property.  The  board  asked  Mr.  Huntoon  and  Ms.  Farinon 
to  plan  on  placing  an  article  on  the  upcoming  Annual 
Town  Meeting  warrant  which  would  allocate  a  sum  of 
money  for  this  purpose.  The  actual  placement  of  the 
property  under  the  APR  needs  only  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  which  was  unanimously  granted. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  Police  Chief 
Walter  Denham  to  review  the  recommendations  for  the 
Sergeant's  interview  process.  Chief  Denham  explained 
that  the  interview  will  take  place  on  April  13  beginning  at 
10:00  am  at  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
High  School.  Five  panelists  have  been  invited  to  interview 
the  sole  candidate  who  passed  the  preliminary  exam: 
Chief  William  Sullivan  of  the  Marshfield  Police 
Department,  Deputy  Chief  Cathleen  Moniz  of  the  Fall 
River  Police  Department,  John  DeGutas  of  the  Plymouth 
Police  Academy,  Lieutenant  Herb  Harding  of  the  Norwell 
State  Police  barracks,  and  Captain  Louis  Pacheco  of  the 
Raynham  Police  Department. 

Chief  Denham  noted  that  a  ranking  sergeant  from 
the  Marion  Police  Department  had  been  invited  to  serve 
on  the  panel  but  declined  since  he  was  recently  involved 
in  an  investigation  involving  a  Rochester  police  officer 
and  considered  it  a  potential  conflict  of  interest. 

Chief  Denham  said  he  would  be  present 
throughout  the  interview  process,  but  would  not  be 
participating  in  the  questioning.  He  also  suggested  that  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  present  in  the  same 
capacity.  "This  is  the  first  time  I'm  going  through  this,"  he 
said,  "so  I  hope  I'm  doing  things  right.  I've  prepared  the 
package  so  it  will  include  up  to  three  positions  for  future 
consideration." 

The  board  said  they  were  impressed  with  the 
interview  packet  and  asked  that  the  results  of  the  process

In  other  matters,  Chief  Denham  was  asked  to 
present  the  board  with  a  detailed  schedule  of  shifts  to 
determine  how  much  of  the  sergeants'  shifts  will  be  spent 
doing  administrative  work  and  how  much  will  be  spent 
on  patrol.

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scheduled  on  days,  and  the  other  on  nights  to  cover 
administrative  work  while  the  chief  is  off  duty.  "I'd  like  to 
have  them  split  between  days  and  nights,"  Chief  Denham 
said.  "But  there  are  times  when  I  can't  be  here  and  we 
need  coverage."  Selectman  Parker  asked  Chief  Denham  to 
provide  Mr.  Huntoon  with  a  complete  schedule  of  shifts 
and  coverage  so  they  are  aware  who's  on  duty. 

Town  Accountant  Claudette  Coutu  next  met  with 
Chief  Denham  and  the  board  to  discuss  the  latest  round  in 
the  COPS  Fast  Grant  program  which  allocates  money  to 
cities  and  towns  for  additional  police  officers  over  a  three- 
year  period.  Since  the  funding  for  another  part-time 
position  wasn't  included  in  the  police  department  budget 
for  Fiscal  Year  2000,  Ms.  Coutu  said  they  should  pass  on 
this  year's  funding  round  and  apply  next  year.  "They 
frown  on  leaving  the  money  there  if  we're  not  going  to 
use  it,"  she  said,  "we'll  be  eligible  to  apply  again  next 
year." 

Since  the  board  hadn't  yet  met  with  the  Finance 
Committee  on  this  matter,  Chairman  Cutler  said  they 
were  inclined  to  pass  on  this  year's  funding  round  as  the 
deadline  to  apply  was  fast-approaching. 

"I'd  like  to  go  on  record  and  say  I  don't  know 
why  the  town  would  pass  up  a  $75,000  grant,"  Chief 
Denham  said. 

"We're  not  passing  it  up,"  Chairman  Cutler  said. 
"We're  just  deferring  it  for  one  year.  In  your  budget  for 
Fiscal  Year  2001,  you  should  definitely  put  money  in  there 
to  cover  the  salary  for  a  supplemental  officer." 

Part  of  the  reason  the  board  was  reluctant  to 
proceed  with  the  grant  award  was  that  the  town  first  had 
to  allocate  the  money  and  then  apply  for  reimbursement 
under  the  program.  Some  board  members  felt  this  year 
was  going  to  be  a  tight  year  for  surplus  budget  items.  "We 
should  be  fully  funding  one  (additional)  position  for  the 
first  time  this  year,"  Selectman  Ryan  said.  "I'm  not  sure

this  is  the  year  to  take  a  chance  on  (additional  expenses). 
We  have  consistently  tried  to  fund  additional  positions  on 
the  police  department ...  but  this  year  we've  got  several 
other  (new  positions)  to  fund." 

Chairman  Cutler  asked  Ms.  Coutu  to  see  if  they 
can  get  an  extension  from  the  March  31  deadline  to  apply 
for  this  grant  so  that  they  might  have  time  to  meet  and 
discuss  this  further  with  the  Finance  Committee  before 
making  a  commitment.  Both  the  FinCom  an  Chief 
Denham  are  slated  to  meet  with  the  board  next  week 
(April  5).

WHAT  GOES  WITH  THE  HOUSE? 


Real  estate  is  usually  de- 
fined as  the  land  and  every- 
thing attached  to  it,  such  as: 
buildings,  trees,  shrubs,  etc. 
The  buyer  normally  gets  all 
the  real  estate,  but  none  of 
the  owner's  personal  prop- 
erty. The  problem  arises 
when  personal  property  has 
become  a  part  of  the  real  es- 
tate. This  is  called  a  fixture 
and  does  pass  with  the  real 
estate. 

There  are  three  usual  tests 
which  must  be  satusfied. 
Has  the  personal  property 
been  permanently  annexed 
to  the  real  estate?  Is  it  in- 
tended to  become  part  of 


the  real  estate?  And  finally, 
what  is  the  local  custom? 
Usual  fixtures  might  in- 
clude: shades,  heaters, 
ranges,  screens,  storm  win- 
dows, lighting  fixtures,  etc. 

It  is  important  that  the 
seller  spell  out  specifically 
in  his  sales  agreement  ex- 
actly what  he  intends  to 
give  the  buyer  as  part  of 
the  real  estate.  This  will 
save  misunderstanding  at 
the  closing,  and  sometimes 
save  a  sale.

■  Life  is  Beautiful.  Starring  Roberto  Benigni 
and  Nicoletta  Braschi.  Directed  by  Roberto 
Benigni.  Running  time:  122  minutes.  Rated 
PG-13.  At  Cinema  140  in  New  Bedford. 

The  first  half  of  Life  is  Beautiful  is  so  charming,  and  the 
second  half  such  a  bitter  letdown,  that  I'm  not  sure  what  to  do  with 
it.  Give  the  movie  points  for  trying?  Acknowledge  that  what 
Roberto  Benigni  is  attempting  —  a  fable  about  keeping  love  and 
hope  alive  in  the  midst  of  annihilation  —  is  murderously  hard  to 
bring  off?  The  first  45  minutes  or  so  are  unabashedly  romantic 
and  enjoyable,  and  there  are  extremely  moving  moments 
throughout.  But  the  film  as  a  whole  makes  very  little  sense. 

The  first  section  opens  in  Italy  in  1939.  We  meet  Guido 
(Benigni),  ahappy-go-luckydrifterwithdreamsofgoing  to  thecity 
and  opening  a  bookstore.  Guido  falls  in  love  with  the  lovely  Dora 
(Nicoletta  Braschi,  Benigni's  wife),  who  is  engaged  to  a  humorless 
Fascist  goon.  No  matter;  Guido  wins  her  heart  by  sheer  persistence 
and  spontaneity.  In  an  image  so  shamelessly  florid  it  can't  help 
getting  to  you,  Guido  unfurls  a  long,  long  red  carpet  across  rain- 
slick  stairs  so  his  beloved  won't  get  her  feet  wet.  I  fell  for  that  one 
pretty  hard.  Bravissimo.  Like  many  filmmakers  unencumbered 
fry  the  irony  of  modem  Americans,  Benigni  does  this  kind  of  stuff 
with  a  pure  conviction  that  recalls  classic  Hollywood. 

In  a  neat  transition,  we  soon  discover  that  Guido  and  Dora 
have  married  and  had  a  little  son,  Giosue.  By  then,  the  shadows 
have  begun  to  creep  into  Benigni's  fable:  Italy  is  being  overtaken 
by  the  Nazis,  who  soon  go  about  rounding  up  all  Italian  Jews  — 
including  Guido  and  Giosue.  Out  of  love  and  solidarity,  Dora 
insists  on  being  taken  on  the  same  train.  Guido  and  his  little  boy 
arrive  at  the  work  camp,  and  that's  when  the  movie  starts  to  go 
wrong.  Guido,  as  you've  probably  heard,  shields  his  boy  from  the 
horrors  of  the  camp  by  pretending  the  whole  thing  is  a  game.  The 
problem  is,  Benigni  the  filmmaker  almost  seems  to  believe  it,  too. 

Should  Life  is  Beautiful  be  castigated  for  not  being  a  starkly 
realistic  treatment  of  the  Holocaust?  It  never  claims  to  be  so. 


However.  Benigni 
doesn't  have  the 
temperament  that 
would  goose  the 
movie  above  the  level 
of  heartwarming  — 
and"heartwarming" 
and  "Holocaust"  just 
don't  go  together. 
There  are  a  couple  of 
moments  of  horror 
and  tragedy,  but  the 
same  could  be  said 
of  Patch  Adams,  of 
which  this  movie  is  an  Italian  brother.  Cancer,  madness,  genocide 

—  there's  nothing  that  can't  be  defeated  with  a  little  laughter,  a 
little  chicken  soup  for  the  soul.  When  Dora  hears  the  voice  of  her 
little  boy,  whom  she'd  feared  dead,  I  choked  up  a  little,  but  my 
response  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  subject. 

Could  this  movie  have  been  a  masterpiece?  I  honestly  don't 
know,  butone  way  to  have  approached  it  might  have  been  to  make 
Guido  a  man  whose  fantasies  are  sometimes  clearly  inadequate 

—  the  bubble  of  his  humor  pops  against  the  sharp  blade  of  reality. 
Nothing  much  like  that  ever  happens  in  Life  is  Beautiful:  Guido 
remains  indomitable  throughout,  and  I  began  to  wish  the  movie 
had  shown  us  that  Guido  had  begun  to  go  insane  under  the 
pressure  of  preserving  his  son's  innocence,  coming  up  with  ever 
more  ridiculous  rationales  that  even  the  boy  sees  through. 

A  much  more  honest  comedy  might  have  been  about  an 
Italian  father  circa  1939  who  loves  his  son  but  isn't  nearly  as 
affectionate  —  who  even  beats  the  boy  prior  to  the  emergence  of 
the  Nazis.  Then  the  "game"  could  be  about  the  father  terrorizing 
the  boy  into  staying  in  hiding,  out  of  love  for  the  boy.  But  Roberto 
Benigni  isn't  the  man  to  play  such  a  father  or  to  make  such  a 
movie.  He  has,  instead,  created  a  role  and  made  a  movie  designed 
to  win  Oscars,  and  it  certainly  worked.  What  he  hasn't  made  is  a 
movie  that  means  much  of  anything. 

Life  is  Beautiful  puts  the  Holocaust  in  comforting  perspective: 
It  reassures  us  that  there  were  fathers  like  Guido  Keeping  their 
children  safe,  and  it  tells  us  that  love  will  withstand  even  the 
ruthless  machine  of  genocide.  With  Life  is  Beautiful  the  final 
frontier  of  schmaltz  has  been  reached;  perhaps  now  our  movies 
and  our  tastes  can  turn  once  more  to  honesty  and  reality.

COOKIN'  GOOD 

Fancy  Baked  Sweet  Potatoes 

By  Deanna  Gugel 

36  ounces  sweet  potatoes  (canned  or 
fresh) 

2  large  peaches 
1/2  tsp.  cinnamon 

3  T  brown  sugar 
1/4  tsp.  nutmeg 
1/4  tsp.  salt 

3  T  butter 

1/3  cup  chopped  pecans 

1  cup  miniature  marshmallows 

If  you  plan  to  cook  fresh  sweet  pota- 
toes, preheat  your  oven  to  450  degrees. 
Clean  the  potatoes  well  so  you  won't 
have  to  remove  the  skins  because  they 
contain  many  nutrients.  Poke  a  few 
holes  in  each  potato  and  wrap  in  alu- 
minum foil.  Cook  for  30  minutes  at 
450  degrees.  Remove  from  the  oven 
and  unwrap.  Slice  lengthwise  and  1/3- 
inch  thick  and  arrange  evenly  in  the 
bottom  of  a  greased  10-by-6-inch  bak- 
ing dish,  until  it  is  covered.  Set  aside 
the  rest  temporarily.  Reduce  the  heat  in 
the  oven  to  350  degrees  and  allow  to 
cool  for  about  30  minutes.  While  the 
oven  is  cooling,  using  a  fork,  press 
together  the  brown  sugar,  cinnamon, 
salt  and  nutmeg.  Melt  the  butter.  Using 
your  fingers,  drop  some  of  the  brown 
sugar  mixture  lightly  over  the  first 
layer  of  sweet  potatoes.  Then  sprinkle 
some  of  the  melted  butter  over  top. 
Add  a  layer  of  thinly  sliced  peaches. 
Add  another  layer  of  the  sweet  pota- 
toes, then  the  sugar  and  melted  butter 
and  peaches.  Finish  with  the  sweet 
potatoes.  Top  with  the  finely  chopped 
pecans  and  bake  for  15  minutes.  Then 
top  with  a  layer  of  the  miniature 
marshmallows  and  cook  15  more  min- 
utes, or  until  the  sugar  is  bubbly  and 
the  potatoes  are  heated  throughout.  If 
you  use  canned  sweet  potatoes,  skip  to 
the  step  that  starts  with  covering  the 
bottom  of  a  greased  baking  pan  with 
some  of  the  sweet  potatoes.  Bake  for 
at  least  35  minutes  at  350  degrees.
